Tbare were at least Ibree elevated, OuldoOr enclosures which hEid wooden slelled FlPOring 1ha1 wac in dicrepdir 
and In need of mamlenance. There were a couple woeden slats which were no longer held in place hy a nail so they 
were freely moveble and left large gaps in ibe floor. There were also several wooden slats which were chewed''worn 
causing large, (up to 2 ircb) gaps.. While running around ma enclosure, one ol Ihe dogs was observed with his tool 
sliding mnough one o1 the gaps. Elevated Hocks which are nol kept in good repair pose an injury risk to the dogs, 

The ilicensee must ensure that all enclosures bousing dogs are kept in good repair and proiecl the animals from 
injury.
